May 20.—(/P)~The good 
neighbor commission hap announc- 
ed that the schools of Mathis, San 
iP.ntrlclo county, have lost their 
credit rating because of segrega- 
tion practices. 


"The accreditation will be giv«n 
back, of course, as soon 
as im- 


provement* have been made in the 
education of all the Latin Ameri- 
can children In the community," 
said Thomas S. Sutherland, execu- 
tive secretary of the commission. 


He made the 
announcement in 


one of a series of radio broadcasts 
on the work of the commission. 


Committee Reports. 


Sutherland sold a committee of 


five Latin American citizens of 
Mathis. headed by Dr. Hector G«r- 
cla, reported to the commission that 
Lttin American 
school 
children 


were segregated In "an inadequate, 
unsanitary, dilapidated, over-crowd- 
ed school building" generally speak- 
ing, the report said, teachers were 
"noorly prepared." 


The report said that Latin Amer- 
icans are in the majority In Mathis 
and that Latin American children 
account for 80 per cent of 
rtate 


money provided for the schools 
thnre.

tics. 


Sutherland said he checked with

W. Cox, State Health O'flcer, 
baa Issued the following statement 
and suggestions concerning the con- 
trol and prevention of poliomyelitis 
which la now occurring In some 
sections of the State 
Strict sanitary measures should 


4i>e observed in all 
communities. 
Eliminate 
rats, 
mosquitoes, and 


houseflles, and destroy their breed- 
ing places, Every effort should be 
made to secure approved garbage 
collection systems and safe watur 
supplies. Where adequate munici- 
pal sewage disposal systems are 
not in operation, It is vitally im 
portant to maintain sanitary septic 
tanks and outdoor privies. 


All swimming pools should main- 
tain standards approved 
by the 
State Department of Health, which 
Includes maintenance 
of 
proper 
cholerine level. 
Only approved milk should 
used, and raw foods and vegetables 
should be washed thoroughly be- 
fore use, and protected from files, 
filth, and Insects. All foodhandling 
establishments should adhere strict- 
ly to the State Law concerning the 
sterilization of dishes and utensils. 
Those restaurants with Insufficient 
personnel 
to 
maintain approved 
sanitation should close one or two 
hours a day so that employees can 
,, assist In maintaining cleanliness. 


Over-exertion in children should 
bt avoided, and they should not visit 
in homes where there Is Illness. It 
is advisable to reduce to a mini- 
mum all human contacts, especialij 
in children during an outbreak ul 
I, this disease. It is not advocated 
that schools, churches, and theaters 
be closed. 


Early symptoms of infantile pa- 
ralysis are headache, fever, vomit- 
ing, drowsiness, followed by stiff- 
ness in the neck and back. When

Forget the wolf at the door for a 
moment, and consider the rat un- 
der thn floor. 
Government experts regard the 
rat as a No. 1 enemy. They've 
jot a drive on now to get him 
nore nearly under control. 
He costs you two billion dollers 
a year. He carries ten kinds of 
disease. 
He's blamed for some of 


.ho worst scourges In history. 
What sort of a beast is he? 
Like, you. he has immigrant an- 


cestors. 
Unlike you, perhaps, his ancest- 
ors did not come over on tht 
Mayflower. 
The Mayflower rats presumably 
were common ship rats, 
from 
which few ships were free in those 
days. 
Ship rats reached Europ? 


from the Orient in the eleventh 
century and probably landed here 
with the llrst explorers. 
The master race of rats in this 
country today is the brown rat. 
Also an Oriental out of Europe, he 
didn't got here until Revolutionary 
war times. 
He is a better (or 
worse) rat than the smaller ship 
rat, and soon took over the coun- 
try.The experts say the United States 
has as many rats as people. Big 
cities have slashed their rat pop- 
ulations in recent years through 
rat-proof construction, extermina- 
tion, the 
disappearance 
of 
the 
horse and other factors. On farms 
especially rats still abound. 
In 
one Texas county some years ago 
153,720 rat tails were turned in 
during a six-week rat-killing con- 
tPSt. 


The brown rat may be known 
also as barn rat, wharf rat, sewer 
rat, Norway rat. He may 
be 
brown or gray or black. 
The 
white tame rat Is an albino va- 
riation. 


He may weigh 25 ounces 
but 
probably weighs about three-quar- 
ters of a pound. A female rat has 
as many as 22 rats In a litter, 
gives birth as often as 12 times t. 
year. 
Those are highs, but even 


figuring an average birth rate, one 
pair of rats might have 350,000.000 
progeny In three .years, if the 
death rate were ignored. 
It takes a bushel of grain to 
support a rat for a year in the 
style to which it is accustomed. In 
a single night, rats may destroy 
hundreds of chicks for the fun of 
it. 
A rat will kill even a > baby 
lamb or pig or full grown hens 
and ducks. He will chew up veg- 
etables, ruin barrels of stored fruit 
foul nil manner of human food, do 
untold damage bv gnawing furni- 
ture, doors, insulation, evon lead 
pipes.

ILL RENEW EFFORTS 
FOR HIGH VALUATION 


ANOTHER MEETING WITH 
CITY COMMISSION ON 
SCHOOL FUNDS SLATED 


A renewed effort to boost the 


city tax valuation will be made by 
the Board of Education. 
At a meeting; In Superintendent 
W. H. Norwood's office Tuesday 
nlffbt. the hoard agreed to discuss 
the matter further with the 
Commission. 


City 


A basis for calculating teachers' 


salaries during the 1948-49 term 
was discussed at the 2 1-2-hour 
session. It was figured on a $15,- 
000,000 
valuation -three 
million 


less than that sought by the board 
In order to pay teachers 100 per 
cent of the state salary schedule. 
The $15,000.000 figure would 
pro- 


vide only 90 per cent of the state 
schedule. Hope for Bent 


The board, however, unanimous- 


ly voted to pay teachers 92 1-2 per 
cent of the schedule—what they're 
getting 
now — and hope for 
the 


best that the money Is made avail- 
able, by economizing or by a val- 
uation 
slightly higher than $15,- 


000,000. The present valuation Is 
about $10.700,000. 


While generally agreeing 
that 


"all 
can do is take the figures 


before the City Commission," the 
board began a lengthy discussion 
of school finance problems 
and 
ways to solve them. 
R. L. Wheelock reiterated pr«- 


vlous stands that the city charter 
should be amended to permit sep- 
aration of the schools from 
the 


city, and he favored larger school 
districts. 


Higher Tax Suggested 


A higher property tax also was 
suggested. 


The need for additional revenue, 


othe • than paying adequate salar- 
ies to teachers, was evidenced by 
overcrowded conditions in the ele- 
mentary schools. Supt. Norwood 
report d that Lee school 
badly 


needed additional building apace. 


This disclosure brought 
about 
a detailed study of the students' 
how manv there arc and 
where 


they come from. Norwood submit- 
ted figures to the board and It was 
learned that some 500 students at- 
tend Corslcana schools from out- 
side the city limits. 


And some board members 
op- 


posed spending funds 
for 
more 


bi.lldlngs to house out-of-town stu- 
dents. Building Mentioned 


Little was discussed regarding 
a building program. Earlier this 
year, 
Supt. Norwood gave 
the 


board an idea of the cost for giv- 
ing the schools most 
of 
their 
needs. The figure was about 
$4,- 


000,000 and called for some eight 
high 
specific projects, Including 
school gymnasium, Junior 
cafeteria. Jackson school gymna- 
sium and several additional rooms. 


Thl» 
was 
passed 
up 
rather 


abruptly at the 
Tuesday 
night 


meeting. The board seemed to be 
concerned mostly with obtaining 
money to operate the schools dur- 
ing 194M9—not spending It. 


Although faced with a growing 


problem on money-needs, the board 
failed to consider or discuss fed- 
eral aid, sticking to the local tax 
Issue.
